'NSEPARABLE in thought are the Yule- 
tide and. the red-berried holly that finds

Electric Power In sp 
: Rural Saskatchewan 
Electric Light and Power Now Pro- 

vided Over a Wide Area 


By the throwing of a switch in the 
Saskatoon power house of the Sas- 
katchewan Government Power Com- 
mission, a new era for many towns 
in central Saskatchewan was recently 
introduced. This act marked the 
energizing of the new high tension 
power line to Shellbrook and the 
lighting up of that town and of a 
number of intervening towns by elec- 
tricity supplied from the central elec- 
tric station in Saskatoon. ‘ 

While the towns along the norther- 
ly line to Shellbrook were the first 
to benefit from the big construction 
program of the power. commission 
carried out during the summer of 
1930, the act of electrifying those 
towns was only one of several such 
events expected to take place. within 
a short period. About 400 miles of 
power lines will be functioning short- 
ly and a hundred towns will be effec- 
tively lighted and supplied with pow- 
er. 

Shellbrook is about 120 miles from 
Saskatoon by transmission line. An- 
other line goes northeasterly to Rost- 
hern and is being extended to Duck 
Lake,. a distance of 60 miles from 
Saskatoon. Easterly the wires will 
so00n be connected to Humboldt, about 
75 miles from Saskatoon. Southwest- 
erly the lines run to Zealandia and 
thence to Outlook, roughly 100 miles, 
and at this point connection will also 
be made very shortly with power 
from Moose Jaw. From Moose Jaw 
to Outlook the distance is also in 
round figures 100 miles. They repre-

could be exported. This was exclusive 
of wheat used for home consump- 
tion, seed, feed, etc. At the end of 

November last, however, ‘owing to the 

increased clearances, the export sup- 

plies were only 50,000,000 bushels 

higher, and amounted to about 278,- 

000,000 bushels. This does not include 

wheat held in the United States. 

The above figures were included in 
an Official summary of the bureau ‘of 

_ statistics issued recently on the 
wheat situation. It adds that the 
- 278,000,000 bushels surplus is not un- 
reasonably high for this season of the 
year, considering that the five year 
average exports of the last ' eight 
months of the crop year—December 

1 to July 31—amount to 187,435,223 

and thé average carry-over in Can- 

ada at the end of each July for the 
past five years was 76,000,000 bushels.
